WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
The long-feared split of Europe 
into rival Soviet and western 
spheres is close to an accom- 
plished fact, diplomatic authorities 


said here today, because of the 
failure of the foreign ministers’ 
conference at Paris. 

Taking a pessimistic view, these 
authorities look for impending de- 
velopments to complete the cleav- 
age between the areas of Russian 
dominance and those under the 
influence of the western powers, 
headed by the United States and 
Britain. 

A final factor in the division, 
they believe, will be Britain's 
-_ @mnouncement in the next few 
days of support for Secretary of 
State Byrnes’s proposal for long- 
range control of Germany, a pro- 
posal sharply assailed in the 
Soviet press. | 

Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, 
reported cool to Byrnes’s idea at 
first, was said on study to have 

revised his opinion and given 
Byrnes private assurances that he 
favored its main principles. These 
assurances may be followed soon 
by some public statement along 
similar lines from the London 
government. 

Byrnes advocated a 25-year 
treaty among the United States, 
Britain, Russia and France to 
keep Germany from making war

ADMITS STEALING 
MUSSOLINI’S BODY,

ROME, May 9 (AP) — Minister 
of the Interior Giuseppe Romita 
said today the theft of Benito 
Mussolini’s body had been con- 
fessed by a man now in custody 


and that the “remains apparently 
are hidden in Milan.” 

Romita said the man had told 
police he would turn the body, 
which was exhumed from a Milan 
potter’s grave, over to them if he 
were assured it would be buried 
in the family plot at Predappio. 

“The government absolutely will 
not déa] on this,” he asserted. ‘‘Do 
you think we want a national 
monument at Predappio?” 

Romita declined to divulge the 
identity of the arrested man, say- 
ing he was awaiting a full report 
from Milan where the man is 
held.

The present Umberto is the 
grandson of Italy’s King Umberto 
I, who was assassinated at Monza, 
near Milan, in 1900. Vittorio Em- 
manuele succeeded him to the 
throne, 

Umberto arrived at the king’s 
villa at Posillipo just before noon, 
while the king’s luggage was be- 
ing made ready for his trip. The 
crown prince conferred all after- 
noon with members of the royal 
family. 

The king’s destination was not 
disclosed officially, but qualified 
informants said he would go to 
Port Said en route to Cairo. 

Police surfounded the villa and 
the port area, 

In Rome R. Adm. Ellery Stone, 
head of the Allied Commission on 
Italy, said the Italian Government 
had kept the commission fully 
informed of developments. Stone 
said this was “entirely an Italian 
matter.”

The British had hoped 
for swift action on the treaties 
to avoid changing armistice terms,

French sources said 
France would support Byrnes, 
who was said to be ready to press 
the issue.

Utilities With Only 30- 
Day Supply May Begin 
Rationing—Union Elec 
tric Relying on Dams 
for Power. 


‘The Missouri Public Service 
Commission today issued authori- 
zations to the 30 electric, gas and 
water ‘utilities in the state to take 
necessary steps to bring. about the 
curtailment of services to con- 
serve coal. 

Utility companies with only a 
30-day supply of coal in storage 
are to make arranagements to in- 
stitute some form of rationing of 


their services, the commission 
said. It suggested that electric 
utilities request that all advertis- 
ing display signs, theater marques 
and uses in excess of minimum re- 
quirements be reduced, 

A warning that. reductions 
should not be carried to an ex- 
tent that would jeopardize public 
health or protection of property 
was made by the commission. 

The commission’s action came 
at the request of the Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration, which re- 
quested all publie -utilities 
throughout the nation to curtail 
services to conserve coal in the 
co of the United Mine Work- 


Plans for complying with the 
CPA request were being formu- 
lated today by officers of the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri. 
Officials said there was no indica- 
tion that immediate restrictions 
would be placed on subscribers. 
He added, “we will handle ration- 
ing of power and meet the emer- 
gency when its is necessary.” 

Order Not Received. 

George K. Miltenberger, super- 
intendent of production and dis- 
tribution at Union Electric, said 
the company had received no 
order from CPA and the officers 
of the company had no knowledge 
of it except “what we've seen in 
the newspapers.” 

“We fully believe,” he said, “that 
the railroad embargo (which will 
go into effect at midnight to- 
night) is going to have much 
more of an effect than any re-

U.S. WAR CASUALTIES NEAR 
MILLION; 295,867 KILLED 
IN ACTION, 12,744 MISSING 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP) 


EARLY a million Ameri- 
N cans were killed, wounded 
or lost fighting the war. 
One year after V-E day, the 
armed services yesterday re- 
ported 295,867 combat deaths. 
The wounded numbered 679,- 
234 and 12,744 still were miss- 
ing. That adds up to 987,845. 
The figure includes some 
duplications: Men wounded 
two or more times, for in- 

stance, 

The Army count at the end 
ot February listed 229,238 
deaths in action, 598,935 
wounded in action and 10,897 
still missing. 

The Navy listed, as of 
March 31, killed 45,572, 
wounded 24,674 and missing 
1646, 

Marines, same date, killed 
20,237, wounded 655,408, miss- 
ing 118, 

Coant Guard, same date, 
killed 820, wounded 213, miss- 
ing 83, 7 

The First World War cost 
this country 364,800 casual- 
ties, including 4500 still listed

Reliance on Water Power. 

Miltenberger said Union Electric 
was counting heavily on its two 
hydro-electric plants at Bagnell 
Dam and at Keokuk, Ia., to supply 
electricity for all essential pro- 
duction. The term “essential”, he 
said, would apply to transporta- 
tion (meaning the Public Service 
Co., St. Louis), hospitals, domestic 
use (such as in refrigerators in 
homes), food refrigeration on com- 
mercial scales, newspapers and 
radio stations. 

Total’ load of the entire Union 
Electric system now averages 12,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours a day, Mil- 
tenberger said. The normal aver- 
age from the hydroelectric plants 
is one third of the total. But due 
to good weather conditions and 
full rivers, the hydroelectric 
plants now are supplying about

SAYS TRUMAN 


President Discloses He Is Studying Whether 
He Has Authority to End ! 
Stoppage.

WASHINGTON, May 9—Presi- 
dent Truman, revealing that he 


was studying whether he had au- 
thority to end the coal strike with- 
out the acquiescence of John L. 
Lewis, told his press conference 
today that the work stoppage was 
slowly and gradually approaching 
a strike against the vernment. 
Asked if he planned_to seize the 
struck mines, he replied that he 
would cross that bridge when he 
came to it. Although he stressed 
the gravity of the present situa- 
tion, he declined a reporter’s re- 
quest to give a comprehensive pic- 
ture of the strike as he saw it. 
Questions by reporters put the 
President in defensive and non- 
committal mood, He gave the 
impression that he had no plan 
of positive action in the near fu- 
ture. He insisted that he was 


Wayne Morse (Rep.), Oregon, a 
former public member of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, recently 
asserted the contrary. 

Truman said that he had under 
contemplation the calling together 
of Lewis and the coal operators 
in an effort to end the dispute.

CHURCHILL URGES 
FUROPE SET UP 
A UNITED STATES 


Suggests Federation ‘Both 
of the West and East,’ 


Says Move Would 
Unify Continent.

THE HAGUE, May 9 (AP) — 
Winston Churchill expressed the 
hope before the Netherlands Par- 
liament today that the western 
democracies might draw together 
“in an ever closer association” and 
suggested a “United States of 
Europe,” both of the west and 
east.” 

The former British Prime Min- 
ister came here at the invitation 
of Queen Wilhelmina to speak on 
the eve of the fifth anniversary 
of the German invasion of Hol- 
land. 

Churchill said the more effec- 
tive the bonds of friendship were 
between the great powers, the 
more effective would be the sgafe- 
‘guard against another war. 

Tribute to U.S. for Aid. 

He paid tribute to the United 
States in these words: “Had not 
our friends from beyond the ocean 
come with powerful weapons to 
our aid, perhaps all Europe would 
have fallen into darkness.” 

He added, however, that had the 
United States taken an active part 
in the League of Nations and if 
the League had been prepared to 
use force to prevent German re- 
armament, there would have been 
no need of the last world war. 

“I see no reason,” he declared, 
“why under the guardianship of a 
world organization there should 
not arise the United States of 
Europe, both of the east and of 
the west, which will unify this 
continent in a manner never 
known since the Roman Empire. 

“It will give you prosperity, jus- 
tice and peace.” ’ 

His statement evoked long ap- 
plause. 

“These special alliances between 
nations, far from weakening the 
structure of the United Nations, 
should make the United Nations 
indivisible and invincible,” he as- 
serted. 

“It is evident that the affairs of 
the British commonwealth are 
becoming even closer with those of 


the United States. There can be 
nothing but good for the whole 
world from such a close friend- 
ship.” . 

Churchill said that Britain’s 20- 
year treaty of friendship with the 
Soviet Union “will also be a guar-

Stettinius Jr., it toak into account 
“the communication and travel 
difficulties in the remote area” 
and asked Iran to supplement its 
report of May 6 as soon as pos- 
sible or report any information 
whatever not later than May 20.

Illinois Board Adjusts Rigid Power 
Saving Order. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 9 (AP) 
Hard hit commercial and indus- 
trial electricity consumers in I}i- 
nois today studied hopefully a 
less restrictive supplement to the 
State Commerce Commission’s 
week old dimout order. 


The commission, terming “harsh 
and inelastic” certain provisions

The supplementary order was 
issued here last night following a 
hearing at which representatives 
of nine public utility firms report- 
ed on progress in power conserva- 
tion, and made recommendations 
based on experiences of the last 
week. 


The commission was told that 
the four companies in the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co, group had 
saved 41,100 tons of coal—more 
than two days’ normal supply—up 
to midnight Tuesday under cur- 
rent restrictions. The firms’ goal 
of 40 per cent saving in electrical 
power consumption has been ap- 
proximately attained, they report- 
ed. Representatives of other com- 
panies said their savings were 
smaller.

The railroad freight embargo 
which will go into effect at 12:01 
a.m. tomorrow will permit the 
shipment of food, fuel, medical 
supplies and certain other com- 
modities.

Here is a complete list of the 
products which can be shipped:

2. Coal, coke, coke by-products, 
charcoal, petroleum (crude), pe- 
troleum coke, gasoline, fuel oil, 
kerosene, lubricating oils, lubri- 
cating grease and liquefied petro- 
leum gas. 

3. All food for human consump-

OENITZ SAYS 


Testifies He and Raeder Rejected Step — 


Fuehrer Alleged to 


Have Promised Jap 


- Envoy He Would Order It.

NUERNBERG, May 9 (By Ra- 
dio)}—During the examination of 
Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz this 


morning, evidence was introduced of no consequence, 


that in the course of an interview 
with the Japanese or to 
Berlin, Baron Oshima, in January 
1942, Adolf Hitler promised he 
would issue order to submarine 
commanders for the slaughter of 
crew survivors of torpedoed mer- 
chant ships. 

It was further alleged that the 
order was actually given and that 
it was carried out, Doenitz de- 
nied having ever received such an 
order orally or in writing but sug- 
gested that the Fuehrer may have 
had his promise to the Japanese 
amb or in mind when he sum- 
moned the witness and Grand 
Adm. Erich Raeder to a confer- 
ence at headquarters on May 14 
of that year. 

Hitler complained, according to 
Doenitz, that too many survivors 
from the crews of destroyed 
enemy merchant craft were mak- 
ing their way home and taking 
service on other ships. He then 
asked what they thought of the 
idea of machine-gunning all such 
survivors in their lifeboats or belts 
or while swimming in the sea. 

Both officers, said Doenitz, ob- 
jected that such a procedure was 
out of the question. Raeder was 
then supreme commander of thd 
German navy and Doenitz was 
chief of the submarine arm. 

Doenitz proposed an alternative. 
This was the equipment of each 
torpedo with a magnetic detonator 
known as a “range pistol.” He 
pointed out that the device, by 
increasing precision of fire, would 
economize on torpedoes and speed 
up the sinking of ships. 

In the defendant’s own account 
of the interview with Hitler, noted 
down in his war diary, Doenitz 
made an additional argument: 

“The ‘range pistol’ will have a 
great advantage in that crews will 
not be able to rescue themselves 
on account of the rapid sinking 
of the torpedoed ship. This greater 
loss of crews will no doubt cause 
difficulties in the assignment of 
crews for the American construc- 
tion program.” 

Adm,: Raeder confirmed the 
above narrative in an affidavit 
made at Nuernberg last month 
and added: 

“I believe that on this occasion 
Hitler tried to give the order he 
had promised to the Japanese am- 
bassador but did not mention it 
because he saw I should oppose 
such ideas. Hitler was satisfied 
with the opinion of Adm. Doenitz 
that enemy crews could best be 
fought by improving our torpedoes 
so that ships would be sunk at 
the first shot.” 

The British prosecution, how- 
ever, placed in evidence a secret 
order issued by Doenitz to sub-

Doenitz stated that German sub- 
marines sank upwards of 2750 
ships during the war and that te 
accomplish this 5000 to 6000 come- 
bat attacks were required. The 
perils of the service were 80 exe 
treme that after two or three mis- 
sions, On an average, each man 
could count himself as lost. The 
submarine arm lost 642 craft, 
mostly through air action. Out of 
a total force of 40,000 men, 25,000 
were killed and 5000 captured. In 
order to maintain morale in the 
face of such losses, the Admiral 
said, he had to give his crews spe- 
cial training in “idealism and love 
of country.” 


Doenitz praised National Social 
ism because in his view it pro- 
moted Germany’s honor, dignity 
and independence and preached 
the subordination of the individual 
to the interests of the community.

His hypnotic influence was so 
striking that the witness said he

Doenitz as saying that “millions

Testifying before a jury of 
Seven women and five men in 
McLean County Circuit ‘Court, 
Donald Lucas, striking switch- 
man, said the first attack on the 
train occurred from an embank- 
ment overlooking the tracks at 
Eureka, Ill. Lucas said the 
pickets, assembled in the yard of 
Tom Tracy, a striker, “just nat- 
urally threw rocks” when the 
train passed.

Pressed for details about the 
rock throwing, Lucas said he 
threw some, but he was unable to 
mame any of his companions who 
threw.

. stoning occurred at El Paso, [IIl., 
where the train slowed down, Lu- 
cas said. “The pickets threw rocks 
there and cussed,” the witness 
related. He added that state po- 
lice were in the town at the time. 

Drove to Gridley, He Says. 

The pickets, numbering more 

20 men, then drove to Grid- 
ley and were assembled at the 
east crossing when the train 
stopped to switch a car onto a 
siding, Lucas told the jury. He 
stood behind a garage on the north 
side of the crossing and the ma- 
jority of the pickets were on the 
south side, he stated. He said he 
saw rocks and bottles in the 
hands of pickets, and saw some 
of the strikers drop the missiles 
to the ground as the armed guards 
dropped off the train and walked 
beside it as it backed to the cross- 
ing. 
Lucas said he was _ looking 
around a corner of the garage 
when a shot was fired. He ducked, 
and then there were more shots, 
and he saw Paschon lying on the 
highway pavement crying out that 
he had been hit. The witness 
said he drove away in his auto- 
mobile to look for state police, 
who had accompanied the strik- 
ers’ autgmobiles into Gridley. Un- 
der cross-examination, Lucas said 
the sheriff of Woodford county 
was at the Tracy home in Eureka 
when he arrived there, but depart- 
ed before any missiles were 
thrown.

Garland F. Brown, chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen for T. P. & W. em- 
ployes and a strike leader, took 
the stand at the opening of the 
morning session. Cross-examina- 
tion of Brown, begun yesterday, 
was concluded and defense coun- 
se] developed that he had a “brake 
club” in his car “as part of my 
equipment.” He said the club was 
taken out of the car by another 
picket at Gridley, but was dis- 
carded before the shooting. - 

“Pickets Ran for Lives.” 

In his direct testimony yester- 
day Brown described how the 
pickets “ran for their lives” at 
Gridley when the guards opened 
fire. He stated he saw no mis- 
siles thrown there, or elsewhere 
by the pickets that day. “There 
Was a barrage of shots, then a 
pause followed by a second bar- 
rage,” Brown told the jury. “I 
fell behind a fence and lay there 
watching the guards firing; they 
were calm when they fired and 
one shouted ‘get that man,’” the 
witness stated. 

Brown identified Raleigh J. 
Smith of Blandinsville, Ill., as the 
guard firing the first shot at the 
crossing. Everett J. Parks, a 
guard, fired the second shot, fell- 
ing Williamson, Brown testified. 
He identified the other defendant 
guards, Roy Daily of Peoria, and 
Lewis Smith, brother of Raleigh, 
in the courtroom. Mrs. Gloria 
Paschon, young widow of the 
picket killed, was an interested 
spectator at the trial today, sitting 
several seats away from Daily’s 
wife. 

When the _ shooting stopped 
Brown arose from behind the 
fence, he testified, and proceeded 
to a telephone pole where one of 
his associates, Russell Esslinger, 
lay wounded. “He was lying in 
an east-west position with his 
head against the pole,” Brown told 


the jury. “Esslinger had 14 wounds 
in his back.” 

The witness then told of walk- 
ing to where Browne lay near the 
crossing. “He didn’t move,” he 
observed. Amos Vinson, a wound- 
ed picket, lay near Browne and 
Paschon was lying across the 
road, “There were blood splotches 
on Paschon’s hips; I saw his body 
later at a doctor’s office,” Brown 
testified. 

Events Preceding Clash Related. 

Relating the events preceding 
the clash, Brown said he and Vin- 
son set out by automobile from 
ast Peoria to “observe” the train 
after receiving a report that a 
run was to be made over a section 
of T. P. & W. right-of-way. The 
railroad has been strikebound 
since last Oct. 1. And there were 
several clashes between strikers 
and men who attempted to op- 
erate trains during January. 
Brown told how he and Vinson 
saw the train pass through Wash- 
ington, Pekin and Eureka junction. 
At the latter place the tracks 
pass the home of Thomas Tracy, 
a striker, where several pickets 
were assembled in the yard with 
Tracy and his wife and son, 

“Ten or more shots were fired 
into Traty’s yard from the train,” 
the witness said. He added that 
he reported the shooting to state 
highway police and the sheriff of 
Woodford county. 

Describing what he termed an 
armored car coupled ahead of the 
locomotive, the witness said it 
was a gondola with sheet steel 
over the front end and part way 
over the top. There were port- 
holes in the front armor, he said.

Reason for the opposition, resi- 
dents state, is that an estimated 
75 per cent of the maple trees, 
now lining the road on both sides, 
will be destroyed in the widening. 

The widening of Nottingham 
avenue was one of 38 such proj- 
ects included in the. $43,527,000 
bond issue passed in August 1944. 
Of the total bond issue, $7,820,000 
was for street improvements. 
Many residents yesterday dis- 
played a handbill, entitled “Not- 
tingham Avenue Widening,” on 
which the name of Alderman Carl 
W. Guetschow of the Twenty-third 
Ward was printed in bold face 
type, calling on them to attend 
tomorrow’s meeting. Guetschow 
said he was opposed to any widen- 
ing of the street. He lives at 
5011A Nottingham, which is the 
area the cify proposes to widen. 

‘See for Yourself.’ 

The handbill stated the proposal 
“will destroy approximately 75 per 
cent of all the trees along the 
curb,” and called on residents to 
“take a yardstick and see for 
yourself.” It added, the proposal 
“will make a heavily traveled and 
dangerous thoroughfare out of a 
residential street.” 

Mrs. Kate Hardy, a widow, who 
said she had lived at 5230 Notting- 
ham for 35 years, said: “The trees 
were here before I moved in. They 
give shade and I don’t see any 
reason why they should be up- 
rooted .to make room for the 
busses.” 

The Public Service Co.’s Delor 
bus line, on its outbound trip, 
runs west along Nottingham from 
Kingshighway to Macklind, thence

DOMESTIC SUPPLY OF FATS | 
AND OILS TO BE REDUCED 


Decision of Agriculture Office Due to Decline 
in Output and to Heavy Relief 
Exports. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
A further cut in food supplies at 
home was announced today by the 
Department of Agriculture as the 
government posted higher prices 
for grain to gct more bread for 
famine areas abroad. 

The department gaid civilian 
supplies of fats and vegetable oils 
—such as lard and margarine— 
would be cut 10 per cent in the 
April-June quarter from the 
amount available the first three 
months of the year, 


The smaller allocation results, 
the department said, from a sea- 
sonal drop in production, partic- 
ularly of lard, and heavy ship- 
ments of margarine and shorten- 
ing in the first quarter to meet 
foreign relief needs. 

However, the department cal- 
culated that civilians would get 
more lard and margarine this 
year than they consumed in the 
7934-39 prewar period, but, there’ll 
be less shortening and other ed- 
ible oils, 

The total allocable supply of 
fats and oils for-this quarter was 
estimated at 1,254,800,000 pounds 
compared with 1,409,800,000 pounds 
available in the January-March 
period. Of this, the American 
civilians’ share will be 997,100,000 
pounds compared with 1,102,400,- 
000 pounds in the first quarter. 

LaGuardia for New Agency. 
Creation of a new international 
agency was advocated by Fiorello 
LaGuardia, director general of the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration, to 
handle the problem of food short- 
ages “in these years of starva- 
tion.” 

In an address before UNRRA’s 
48-government council, LaGuardia 
also: 

1. Called for swift action by 
member governments to bring 
home the approximate 1,400,000 
persons—“a great stockpile of 
human misery”’—in the _  dis- 
placed persons’ camps within 
the next 30 to 60 days, provided 
they are cleared of collaboration 
charges.

2. Blamed the United States, 
in part, for inaction in finding 
new homes for war-created 
exiles. 

3. Urged countries with room 
for refugees to “sit down at a 
table” and talk over methods for 
bringing the refugees in. 

He told the Council that food 
allocations were “grossly inade- 
quate” and appealed to nations 
with available supplies for help 
“in preventing a catastrophe.” He 
stressed the need for a new and 
“stronger” agency to take over the 
work now handled chiefly by the 
Combined Food Board on which 
are representatives of Britain, 
Canada and the United States, 

Object of Grain Increase,

food products, such as flour, 
bread, bakery products, corn 
syrup and corn sugar. 

No immediate increase was ex- 
pected in the price of meats, poul- 
try and eggs. However, if the 
higher grain prices produce the 
desired effect, there will be con- 
siderably less meat and poultry 
available later on. 

The grain price increases, effec- 
tive May 13, boost corn 25 cents 
a bushel; wheat 15 cents; oats 5 
cents; barley 9 cents; rye 10 cents, 
and grain sorghums 18 cents a 
hundred pounds. Increases also 
were authorized for protein feeds. 

Meanwhile President Truman 
planned discussions of the situa- 
tion with Herbert Morrison, presi- 
dent of the British cabinet coun- 
cil, who is due here this week- 
end. 

Diplomats said Morrison would 
be concerned in his White House 
talks with preventing the world 
food crisis from playing into the 
hands of Communists in Europe 
—particularly in France, Italy and 
Germany. 

The British also are represented 
as-concerned about the fact that 
the bushel price of Canadian 
wheat on the farm is 59 cents 
lower than that of American 
wheat. They say this means that 
Britain is paying a heavy price 
for American wheat to feed the 
Germans in the British zone, 
which they contend is unfair. 

Domestically, the decision to in- 
crease grain prices may revive the 
question of rationing, as the re- 
sultant increases in feed costs are 
expected to lead many farmers to 
speed hogs and cattle to market 
rather than to continue to feed 
them to heavier weights and to 
top qualities. The net result will 
be shorter supplies of pork, poul- 
try and eggs and less top-grade 
beef next winter and during most 
of 1947. 

The Government said that sev- 
eral times as many people can be 
fed with grain for direct human 
consumption as the number that 
can be fed with livestock pro- 
duced by the same amount of 
grain, 


COMMITTEE VOTES $3,225,600 
TO STATE EDUCATION BOARD 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 9 
(AP)— The appropriations com- 
mittee of the Missouri House of 
Representatives approved yester- 
day an allotment of $3,225,600 for 
the state board of education and 
the schools over which it has di- 
rect control. Today the House ad- 
vanced the bill to the place where 
a final vote was possible. 

The amount is exclusive of the 
$23,000,000 which will go to Mis- 
souri’s public schools as their one 
third of the state’s expected $70,- 
000,000 revenue in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

The bill provides that approxi- 
mately $2,201,500 be used for vo- 
cational education exclusive of on- 
the-job training for veterans. A 
separate bill to finince veterans 
training will be introduced later. 

The measure also provides $285,- 
000 for financing the school for 
the deaf at Fulton and $130,500 for 
operation of the school for the 
blind in St. Louis.

The strike, called Jan. 15, had 
crippled reconversion efforts in 
the entire electrical industry and 
cost employes an estimated $642, 
000 a working day, according to 
company figures. Officials put. 
the total loss of business at well 
over $100,000,000 and said the 
corporation’s monthly sales were 
down to $10,000,000, compared to 
a normal $57,000,000 this time last 
year. . 
The Westinghouse strike topped 
by two days the record set by the 
CIO-United Automobile Workers 
of General Motors who ratified 
an 18%-cent-an-hour wage rise 
settlement last March 12. j

LONDON, May 9 (UP)—The 
Moscow radio today accused Brit- 
gin and the United States of 
blocking progress in the Big Four 
foreign ministers’ conference by 
trying to impose their will on the 
other delegates. The broadcast, 
quoting a Tass Paris dispatch, 
said: 


“Difficulties standing in the way

CHICKEN AND HAMBURGERS 
IN NEW ARMY FIELD RATION 


WASHIGTON, May 9 (UP)— 
The Army Quartermaster Corps 
came up today with what it hopes 
is the answer to G.I. gripes about 
Army combat field rations—a new 
E ration containing such foods as 
jam, fruit, hamburger and canned 
bread. 

The Army said the new ration 
would contain heat tablets to be 
used for heating the meat. The 
meat items would include canned 
chicken and vegetables, Ham- 
burgers, pork and rice, ham and 
lima beans or beef stew. 

The new ration, now being 
tested by field troops, will provide 
more than 3300 calories, somewhat 
less than the C ration and higher 
than the K ration used in World 
War IL. ; 

The ration has an accessory 
package containing cigarettes, 
matches, chewing gum, toilet pa- 
per, salt, heat tablets, wooden 
spoons and candy-coated tablets.

Alfred Hirsh, vice president of 
Laclede Gas Light Co, said the 
order, if it is issued, will have 
no immediate effect here, because 
the company has a 30-day supply 
of coal on hand and an additional 


supply of coke which can be used 
instead of coal. In addition to 
that, he said, there are two water- 
gas plants that produce manu- 
factured gas by a water-gas pro- 
cess, which can be called into 
service, 

“Unless there is a breakdown in 
the Mississippi Fuel Corporation's 
natural gas lines from the south,” 
Hirsh said, “we are fairly sure 
there will be no need to curtail 
the use of gas in St. Louis.” 


A similar statement came from 
E. H. Lewis, genera] manager of 
the St. Louis County Gas Co., who 
said the company’s coal and coke 
supply would see it through for 
at least 60 days, provided there is 
no breakdown in the natural gas 
supply. 

A. H. Beddae, St. Louis repre- 
sentative of the Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministration, said the supply of 
coal in dealers’ yards in St. Louis 
as of last Monday totaled 100,414 
tons, normally a 30-day supply but 
under present restrictions it will 
“last much longer.” 


Of the total, he said, 66,267 tons 
is domestic hand-firing coal suit- 
able for use only in homes and 
34,147 tons is stoker coal which 
can be used in industrial plants. 
He said it is impossible to deter- 
mine how much coal industrial 
plants here have on hand at pres-

these include utilities, hospitals, 
food processing plants, bakerieg, 
dairies and refrigeration plants.

The Chamber of Commerce, in a 
letter yesterday to Missour' Con- 
gressmen, estimated that approxi- 
mately 130,000 workers would be 
laid off in this area if the freight 
embargo continues for 10 days.

D. H. Tilson, works man- 
ager, said that after Monday it 
would be necessary to curtail op- 
erations to the point where an 
estimated 1000 employes would be 
laid off immediately and more 
would be laid off each day as Re 
situation becomes progressively 
worse. 

Although General Motors in De- 
troit reported all its plants 
throughout the country will be 
shut down within 10 days as a 
result of the freight embargo, the 
St. «Louis division announced it 
had no plans for immediate clos- 
ing. Local conditions, particularly 
availability of parts, will be the de- 
cisive factor, it was pointed out. 
Chevrolet employs about 4000 
workers and Fisher Body has a 
staff of 2000 in St. Louis. 

More Trains Canceled. 

Nine more trains were canceled 
today following an order to rail- 
roads curtailing locomotive mile- 
age 25 per cent by midnight to- 
night. Railroad officers pointed 
out that the reduction is being 
achieved through “doubling up” 
and cancellations, and will be con- 
summated at midnight tonight. 
Executives here said that the or- 
der does not necessarily mean that 
each railroad will reduce transpor- 
tion from here by 25 per cent, but 
that the aggregate mileage of each 
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road will be reduced by that 
figure. 

The nine trains canceled today 
are: New York Central, two east- 
bound and three inbound; Illinois 
Central, two outbound to Chicago 
and New Orleans and two inbound 
trains. 

Trains canceled so far are: Al- 
ton Railroad, one outbound to 
Kansas City and one inbound; 
Burlington Railroad, one outbound

“The question 
evidently makes good tea conver- 
sation or the opportunity for a 
bang-up argument between the 
Campus ‘Y’ areas. We wonder 
just what sort of a quéstion would 
inspire students to pick up their 
heads from their books to mail us 
back an already-paid-for penny 
post card?”

TEHRAN, May 8 (Delayed) | A 
(AP)—A special attorney for the | 
Iranian Foreign Office said to- 
night that negotiations with a 
delegation representing the self- 
proclaimed autonomous govern- 
ment of Azerbaijan province had 
broken down because of “the ex- 
aggerated demands” of the Azer- 
baijan leaders.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 9— 
The bill providing a six-day work- 
ing week for St. Louis policemen 
was killed yesterday by the Sen- 
ate Municipa] ‘Corporations Com- 
mittee after Richard T. Miller, 
president of the St. Louis Police 
Union, urged the group to approve 
the measure. 

Vote of the committee, which 
has had the bill since last Oct. 285. 
was four to three against recom- 
mending passage. The decision 


was reached in executive session | 
after Miller’s arguments had been | 


heard. 


Opponents of the measure were | 


openly antagonistic to approving 
the bill on the recommendations 
of a representative of the police 
union, it was learned. 

Objections also were made to 
the lack of knowledge of the cost 


that would be incurred in grant- | 


ing the policemen a day off each 
week and to the lack of informa- 
tion on the position of the St. 
Louis Board of Police Commis- 
sioners on the question. The op- 


ponents also took the position that | 
the Police Board could allow addi- | 


tionai days off on their own initia- 


tive and that statutory authoriza- | 


tion was not necessary. 
Representation Questioned, 

Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis questioned Miller on his 
right assert that he represented 
the Sf Louis policemen when the 
Police Board had refused to rec- 
‘ognize the union and when only a 
portion of the force belonged to 
the Union. 

Miller replied that Re did not 
represent the entire force and that 
he was spokesman for about 1100 


police officers out of the total of 


about 1900. 
Miller told the committee that 


the six-day working week was | 


essential to maintain sound work- 
ing conditions on the police force. 
He pointed out that the men 
worked between 20 and 45 minutes 
overtime every day waiting for 
their relief and that often two or 
‘three hours a day were spent in 
court in addition to the regular 
hours spent on duty. 

Appeal for More Time Off. 

He contended that more time 
than the two days a month now 
given was necessary and asserted 
that the practice of the Police 
Board of granting 12 additional 
recreation days off a year at their 
discretion still was insufficient. 

Miller took the position that the 
boosts given morale and efficiency 
by authorizing the six-day week 
would make up for the accom- 
panying decrease in size of the 
force through more police being 
off. 

Miller, a former patrolman, was 
discharged from the force by the

A Senate Judiciary subcommittee.

easy it is for foreign governments

that the Commerce Department 
readily sells all comers technica! 
reports such as many nations keep 
secret. 

An informant told reporters that 
was the gist of testimony received 
in a closed session at which Chair- 
man Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi, 
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said Commerce Department wit- 
nesses were heard. 

In summary, the Commerce De- 
partment’s testimony was reported 
to be: 

It sells only technical reports 
that have been released by mili- 
tary authorities, that is, declared 
non-secret. Those now available 
include some seized in Germany 
at the fighting’s end. They are 
sold on the theory that they are 
open to the press and hence ac- 
cessible in any case to persons 
wanting them. 

An informant said many other 
nations, including France and 
Russia, do not permit such acces-

He took an ac- 
part against the Allies in 
war, and was Hitler’s aide 
in organizing the extermination 
of 6,000,000 European Jews. 

The Mufti has not been ar- 
rested as a war criminal, appar- 
@ntly. because his party still has’ 
powerful influence with certain 
British officials in the Near East; 
this party undoubtedly threatens 
the Allies with an Arab uprising 
should this man be touched, since 
his lifetime job as Mufti secures 
him as the official head of the 
Palestine Moslem religious com- 
munity. 

Shielded By Religion. 

Husseini has used his religious 
office as a fulcrum for Arab na- 
tionalist activities. These in turn 
are an instrument for vast per- 
sonal and family ambitions. He 
had a deal with Hitler to become 
leader of the whole Arab Moslem 
world. 

The Husseini party’s continuing 

power with the British adminis- 
tration in Jerusalem had its most 
obvious proof in the return of the 
Mufti’s kinsman and first lieu- 
tenant from exile. Jamal el Hus- 
Seini, an outspoken vocate of 
violence, was allowed to re-enter 
Palestine just before the arrival 
of the inquiry commission, even 
though he had been with the Muf- 
ti in the Irag revolt. 
’ This permission for the lieuten- 
ant to come back was of course 
immediately exploited by the Hus- 
Seini party with its old slogan 
that “the government is with us” 
and as a sort-of advance indica- 
tion that the Mufti himself might 
be permitted to return. 

Jamal el Husseinj went right 
to work, touring the villages, 
where his henchmen arranged 
greeting parties in the Arab ver- 
sion of the fuehrer style—sheep 
roasts and exhibitions of horse- 
manship known as “fantasies.” 
Equally important were the con- 
ferences with village leaders who 
began to stream to the Husseini 
office in Jerusalem. The knitting- 
together of the scattered party 
Was under way. 

In his testimony before the in- 
quiry commission, Jamal followed 
the strategy outlined by the Mufti 
in his Paris center: Threats and 
more threats. The theme of com- 
ing violence was sounded by Jam- 
al who advocated open battle “as 
“God's way” of solving difficulties, 
and this theme of violence was re- 
peated by virtually every Arab 
spokesman. Jamal was the first 
to avow that the Mufti was still 
the “irreplaceable leader” of this 
party, which pretends to speak for 
ai] the Arabs of Pslestine. 


Revolt of 1936-39.

The Arab terror then was or-

The Husseinis crushed this op- 
Position in the usual gunman 
style. They assassinated leading 
-™members of the families who 
wanted peace. Among those assas- 
sinated were members of the Na- 
shashibi and Dajani clans. 

By 1939, the Mufti’s organiza- 
tion had been declared illegal. The 
Mufti and several of his chief 
lieutenants fled the country: Nev- 
ertheless they had their victory 
in the issuance of the British Gov- 
ernment’s White Paper, which 
granted virtually all of their de- 
mands. In those days, England 
Was retreating, giving ground 
everywhere to German force. 

Now the lieutenants have re- 
turned, and their position is this: 
“Britain gave in to us when we 
organized the terror of 1936-39. 
Now everybody sympathizes with 
the Jews and Britain may give in 
and tear up the White Paper 
which we won in 1939. We must 
try terror again.”

JERUSALEM, May 9 (UP). 


AMAL HUSSEINI, head of 
Jine Arab Higher Commit- 

tee, said last night that the 
Arabs were ready to fight the 
United States and Britain to 
prevent the implementation of 
the British-American commit- 
tee’s recommendations for ad- 
mission of 100,000 Jews to 
Palestine. 

“We are preparing to put all 
we possess into the defense of 
our country,” he said. “We 
know that if Britain and the 
United States want to mobilize 
their forces against us, there 
will be by far an unequal fight. 

“But this will not deter us 
from spilling the last drop of 
our blood in the defense of our 
homes and liberties. Already 
we have lost nearly everything. 
There remains only our lives 
to lose. We are quite prepared 
for that.”

Thus, Husseini 
people have gone to work with 
threats and guile in the towns 
which were strongholds of the 
peace groyps in 1939. They have 
réminded would-be leaders of the 
peace factions that certain Na- 
shashibi, Dajani, and Shukeiri 
family-heads lost their lives 
through opposition to the terror. 
They have used the old, “the Gov- 
ernment may pretend outwardly 
that it is against us, but would 
they let us come back into the 
country, if this were so?” And 
certain sons of the assassinated 
peace-makers have thought it use- 
ful to throw in their lot with the 
Husseinis. 

Thus, Ahmed Shukeiri, who was 
until recently in the Arab Office 
in Washington, and who made the 
astonishing threat to the inquiry 
commission that the Arabs would 
‘break all records in violence,” is 
the son of Assad Shukeiri, assassi- 
rated by Husseini henchmen in 
the last Arab disorders. Omar 
Hassan Dajani, now in the Hus- 
seini faction, is the son of the 
assassinated Hassan Sidky Da- 
jani, a moderate. 

The Husseini- men have been 
dangerously successful in their 
campaign of persuasion. They 
have captured the municipal 
councils of several towns which 
were until recently dominated by 
families opposed to the Mutfti’s 
clan. Gaza and Jenin are exam-~- 

les. 

Gaza had for many years been 
controlled by the Shawa family, 
who were political independents. 
Now the Husseinis have moved 
in, and there is not a single 
Shawa councillor in the new mu- 
nicipal council. Even the former 
mayor could not get elected to 
the council. 

In Jenin, the new council is 
dominated by Husseini people. In 
Tulkerem, where final elections 
have not yet been held, all signs 
point to the same results. 


Moderates Frightened. 


The moderate Arabs are clearly 
frightened. They talk to their 
Jewish neighbors and they come 
to some Government officials and 
tell about what is brewing. Some 
of them frankly declare they are 
making arrangements to leave 
the country when the _ trouble 
breaks out. But they remember 
that last time, a Nashashibi was 
assassinated even in Iraq, and 
they wonder whether they will 
be safe in any Arab League coun- 


ry. 

For while consolidating the 
Husseini position in Palestine, 
Jamal is making side-trips to 
neighboring Arab lands in an ef- 
fort to secure aid. The Husseinis 
know that the Jewish Hagana is 
too strong for them alone to take 
on. They hope for money, equip- 
ment, and military leadership 
from neighboring Arab countries. 
And they hope that, in the mean- 
time the Hagana will be weak- 
ened through its clashes with the 
authorities over the question of 
refugee immigration. 

In his missions to neighboring 
Arab countries, Jamal has done 
his utmost to utilize the Arab 
League.

There is no thought here of 
veering around to a “soft peace.” 
Still less is there any toying with 
the idea of trying to win over the 
German people, by “bribes” in 
form of good treatment, to sym- 
pathy with the western allies as 
opposed to Russia, : 

The purposes of American 
policy ‘remain what they were be- 
fore, but the belief has been grow- 
ing here lately that new methods 
are needed to achieve these pur- 


poses. 
Reasons for Review. ~ 

Three main reasons seem to ex- 
plain the impending review of 
American policy on Germany. 

1. The most important imme- 
diate purposes of the occupation 
of the Reich are now all on their 
way toward accomplishment—de- 
Nazification, demilitarization, de- 
industrialization and the bringing 
home of the defeat to the German 
people. 

2. Yet, while these immediate 
purposes are being served, trends 
have got under way which could 
defeat the long-term aims of the 
peace. An outstanding example 
of this is the trend toward parti- 
tion of Germany among the four 
occupying powers. 

3. The Big Three agreed at Pots- 
dam that partition was neither 
desirable nor even possible. Ye 
the Allies have been unable to 
agree on effective central admin- 
istration of the Reich, and Ger- 
many is, in fact, partitioned into 
four separate “countries.” 

Certain fundamental assump- 
tions on which American policy 
was originally based have been 
upset by events. Policies based 
on these assumptions, therefore, 
now need to be reconsidered. 

This is most notably true in the 
case of economic policy. 

That policy was based on the 
assumption that postwar Germany 
would include all or virtually all 
of the territory in the Reich’s 1937 
frontiers. 

Actually, however, Germany has 
now lost East Prussia, Silesia, 
more than one-third of Branden- 
burg and two-thirds of Pomerania, 
in addition to all territory and re- 
sources acquired after 1937. 

These losses change the whole 
nature of the German economic 
problem. 

The difficulty now is not to pre- 
vent the German economy from 
growing too strong, which has 
been one of the primary purposes 
of Américan policy, One difficulty 
now is to make it possible for the 
Reich to exist at all—which pres- 
ent policy is not in the least 
suited to accomplishing.

They figured the probable export- 
able surplus, given average yields, 
at 20,000,000 tons, two thirds the 
amount required, 


The “minimum subsistence level” 
is computed at 1900 calories a day 
for Europeans and 1500 a day for 
Asiatics. A loaf of bread contains 
about 2000 calories,

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To Control Welfare Funds 


Barring a change of heart by John L. Lewis, 
which no one expects, the only quick’ hope to 
get coal production resumed is by presidential 
seizure of the mines. There are legislative ways, 
however—a choice between wise and unwise 
ways—to prevent future strikes on the issue that 
precipitated this one. 

The issue is royalty payments for employes’ 
health and welfare. James Caesar Petrillo hav- 
ing already won a royalty on phonograph rec- 
ords, Lewis demands one on coal. By way of 
frontal attack, therefore, the House is consider- 
ing the Robertson bill, which would outlaw roy- 
alty payments to the UMW. But this is not good 
legislation; it is angry, one-sided, thoughtless. 

Properly employed, labor royalties do not work 
against the common good. Kaiser-Frazer, for 
example, pays the men $5 per car, which serves 
both to improve labor relations and to spur 
higher and more economical production. Em- 
ployers pay Sidney Hillman’s Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers 2 per cent of gross payrolls, 
out of which members receive health, life insur- 
ance and hospitalization benefits. The fund is 
jointly administered by union and management. 
ACW funds have also sometimes tided employ- 
ers over temporary distresses and helped some 
of them stay in business with better styles 
and modernized methods. 


Heart of the Problem 


In one form or. another, in fact, the “royalty” 
to employes is very common. The pension fund 
is the largest stockholder in more than one of 
the largest corporations, Surely there is no wis- 
dom in any law which would prevent the exten- 
sion of similar benefits to other industries, least 
of all to coal mining, which is unusually hazard- 


ous to health and unusually beset by irregularity © 


of employment. 


As a matter of fact, the bill is already out of 
step with the realities. Though on a much 
smaller scale and on far different terms from 
what Lewis demands, the operators have already 
offered the miners a welfare fund. Hence there 
is a good chance that there will be a fund, and 
the question is on what basis. 

The problem is not so much the royalty itself 
as the manner of its administration. Like Pe- 
trillo, Lewis demands freedom to use the fund 
as it pleases him. The operators, the public at 
large, rightly fear the consequences, For one 
remembers Lewis’s heavy campaign contribu- 
tions for Roosevelt in 1936. One remembers his 
mine investment in Illinois to freeze out a rival 
union. One remembers how, through loans to 
a distressed company, he drove an entering 
wedge that presently had all Colorado mine em- 
ployment under his thumb. There is little doubt 
that Lewis would use his augmented financial 
power in ways the law would not tolerate in the 
hands of a business corporation. 


To Protect the Public 


There are more precedents than Petrillo for 
Lewis's demand, and more legitimate ones. But 
Petrillo and Lewis have made it dramatically 
clear that the paramount public interest, if not 
indeed the employes’ own interest, is more surely 
protected when such funds are administered 
jointly and equally by employers and employes. 
The surest protection of all, since employers and 
unions have been known to conspire against the 
public, is in administration either by impartial 


‘might set upper limits. 


outsiders or by three-party boards in which the 
public is also represented. 

At the least, Congress should require joint em- 
ployer-employe administration, It might well 
go further and show favor to three-party boards 
and outsider trustees. : 

Two-party. trustees, and with lesser stringency, 
three-party ones, should be prevented by law 
from involving the funds too deeply in the sup- 
porting industry. The purpose of that is to get 
rainy-day money into a different basket from 
fair-weather current jobs and also to prevent 
such trusts from acquiring monopolistic empires 
against the public interest. If employers and 
employes elected instead to put the money into 
bona fide established insurance or trust com- 
panies, the adequate diversification of invest- 
ment could be largely left to the regulatory 
laws and business traditions which already gov- 
ern such fiduciary agencies. 

Certainly, within limits, loans—such as Hill- 
man’s union makes—should be permitted for the 
advancement of the contributing industries. But 
there should be a companion rule to require the 
orderly liquidation of any excessive stock inter- 
est acquired by the foreclosure or conversion of 
such loans. 

The law could hardly be drawn to name spe- 
cific reasonable rates of contribution, though it 
Specific rates are for 
collective bargaining, for the example of other 
industries and the special conditions of the par- 
ticular industry to determine. 
tionary crisis lasts, however, the Government 
should not permit both an exceedingly large 
health and welfare fund (Lewis's demand 
amounts to $60,000,000 a year) and a full 184- 
cent “pattern” wage increase. Yet the Wage 
Stabilization Board has made such an outcome 
possible in a new ruling that payments into such 
funds are not wages. 


A Trustee Code Needed 


WSB’s ruling is unrealistic. Welfare funds, 
like pensions, are simply wages turned over to 
trustees today for eventual disbursement, plus 
interim investment earnings, to wage earners 
or their beneficiaries. 

The miners are understandably dissatisfied 
with the operators’ reported proposal for $2,000,- 
000, which is only $5 per man per year. The bur- 
den is on the miners, however, to show that 10 
cents a ton, which averages $150 per man per 
year, is not grossly excessive. 

Details aside, it is abundantly clear that Con- 
gress should reject the Robertson bill and pro- 
ceed instead to enact a general law for employe 
trusts, including a code of reasonable rules. 
Congress alone could do it successfully, for the 
stronger unions, even more than the larger cor- 
porations, are interstate organizations. The stat- 
ute, of course, should be drawn only after hear- 
ing and thoroughly considering the views of 
Sidney Hillman, Henry J. Kaiser and many an- 
other business and labor leader, including James 
C. Petrillo and John L. Lewis. 

Such a law is no cure-all. It is not a short 
way out of the coal strike. Today éhly the Presi- 
dent has the short weapon, and he is not using 
it. It is certain, nevertheless, that if a general 
employe trusteeship statute were now in force, 
Lewis’s ardor to rule or ruin would be much 
cooler. For any benefit he might then win 
would really be for his members instead of go- 
ing to feed his insatiable hunger to control in- 
dustry and to substitute government by Lewis 
for government by the people.

A Union Approves Prefabrication 

A major obstacle to the rise of a prefabricated 
housing industry has been the stubborn op- 
position of building trades unions to this effici- 
ent and money-saving process. Because the 
ancient building methods, which have scarcely 
been changed since Noah nailed the Ark to- 
gether, require more man-hours, the unions 
have refused to have anything to do with pre- 
fabricated housing, or even to let it enter a com- 
munity. 
At last a union is beginning to see the light. 
On recommiendation of its national organization, 
the AFL Carpenters and Joiners’ Union, Local 
169, has agreed that its members may work on 
prefabricated houses in East St. Louis. General 
acceptance of the principle is inevitable, since 
the process is simply the application of mass- 
production processes in a trade where they 
have been sadly lacking, and nobody can 
permanently stop progress. The housing short- 
age points up the need for the unions to reverse 
their obstructionist stand, and many more should 
follow the example of Local 169. 
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Britain’s Offer to Egypt 

Prime Minister Attlee has won a vote of 
confidence from tHe House of Commons on the 
offer to end military occupation of Egypt, so his 
hands are free to settle one of the British Em- 
pire’s most troublesome problems, lesser only in 
degree to the similar problem of India. 

Despite the emphatic protests of Mr. Churchill 
that the move means “the destruction of the 
British Empire,” there can pe little doubt that, 
as the Laborite floor leader said, failure to make 
the concession would mean “almost certain dis- 
turbance, riot and possibly even revolution.” 
Egyptian Mationalism, pent up for years, is near- 
ing the point of explosion. Even the grant of 
nominal indepehdence 22 years ago, and the 
further concessions that followed, do not satisfy 
the people’s longing for freedom so long as 
British troops remain in the country, 

Attlee says candidly that the offer is intended 
to “calm rising Egyptian nationalism.” As in 
India, the British seem to realize that they are 
headed for years of trouble if they fail to recog- 
nize the aspirations of native peoples. Egypt’s 
strategic location on the Empire’s Mediterra- 
nean lifeline makes friendly relations impera- 
tive, and Attlee hopes for a military alliance 
that will safeguard British interests. There is 
also the violent reaction of the Arab world to 
the new proposals on Palestine to consider. The 
generous offer to Egypt is perhaps timed by 
Attlee to help placate the Arabs on the Pales- 
tine issue. : 

It is questionable whether the offer is broad 
enough, however, in view of the Egyptians’ vig- 
ereus demands for control of the Sudan, which 


they now rule jointly with Britain. Attlee says 
specifically that the offer does not include the 
Sudan, and this may prove a handicap in nego- 
tiations. 

It has been suggested that the knotty Sudan 
problem be settled by establishing UN trustee- 
ship over the Sudan, pending a grant of inde- 
pendence. As in so many other disputes over 
territory and sovereignty throughout the world, 
the Egyptian dispute points up the necessity. for 
support of the United Nations as a strong and 
effective organization for world peace. 
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Betrayal on Interest Rates 

A committee of the Missouri Senate has had 
the brazen effrontery to defy the mandate of 
the State’s citizens on the regulation of money- 
lenders, as expressed in the heavy majority for 
adoption of the new Constitution last year. The 
committee has done this in its vote to kill a 
bill prescribing interest rates in keeping with 
the new charter’s requirements, and in recom- 
mending passage of a measure that would keep 
the present exorbitant rates in effect. 


The shifty hand of the small-loan lobby, so 
long a dominant power at Jefferson City, can 
readily be seen in this shameful pair of actions. 
The bill continuing the lenders’ bonanza of a 
36 per cent top rate was introduced by two 
Senators with money-lending connections; Ed- 
ward V. Long of Bowling Green, who is presi- 
dent of a finance company, and Roy D. Miller 
of Columbia, former executive secretary of the 
Missouri Association of Loan and Investment 
Companies. 

Their bill is transparently unconstitutional. It 
does not follow the charter rule that all types of 
lenders shall be governed by the same interest 
requirements. The uniform interest bill, on the 
other hand, follows the Constitution. Yet it was 
killed by a committee vote of 7 to 2, precisely 
the same as the vote to approve the Long-Miller 
bill. 

Again the small-loan interests have had their 
way in the Legislature. Again a group of the 
people’s elected servants has submitted meekly 
to the lobby’s wishes. 


What happens if the small-loan people con- 
tinue to have their way? Unless a lawful meas- 
ure is passed by July 1, the general interest 
statute will apply, and that will mean a maxi- 
mum rate of 8 per cent a year for all loans. 
The murdered bill provides much higher rates 
than that, so the lobby has overplayed its hand, 
unless it has the fantastic idea that the courts 
will also accept its propaganda. 


Are the long-suffering citizens of Missouri,

Alcoa—Portrait of a Cartel |

Aluminum Company of America made dangerous agreement with 
Nazi firm, Congressman says; while business on this side sought 
profits, Germans became greatest producers of metal; similar cartel 
| helped enemy to magnesium; so Hitler's army reaped advantage. 


Representative John M. Coffee in This Month 


The aluminum cartel was an: important 
factor in the building of the Nazi war ma- 
chine. It gave wings to the Luftwaffe, 
supplied the bombs which blasted our 
Allies, At the same time the cartel’s 
policies of restricted production worked 
for the enemy by aggravating the shortage 
of vital materials necessary for the defense 
of France, Britain and the United States. 


In this aluminum cartel, the interests 
of Alcoa, the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica, were represented in three successive 
forms: (1) directly; (2) through a sub- 
sidiary; (3) through its “wholly independ- 
ent” offspring, Aluminum, Ltd. of Canada. 


On July 3, 1931, a new cartel agreement 
was drafted in Paris, The world’s largest 
aluminum producers combined to form a 
jointly-owned corporation—the Alliance 
Aluminum Co.—for the purpose of “the 
development of the aluminum market.” 
Alcoa was not a party to this agreement, 
but Limited, its Canadian “fledgling,” be- 
came the largest single shareholder, taking 
400 of the outstanding 1400 shares or 28.5 
per cent of the total. 


World Market Is Divided 


In addition to the usual carte] provisions 
of production quotas, price fixing and pen- 
alties for violation, Alliance in effect as- 
sured Alcoa a monopoly of the United 
States market and Limited was granted 
control of 29 per cent of the remainder 
of world sales. 


Effects: Over-production of aluminum in 
Europe and Canada ceased; Limited re- 
duced to 35 per cent capacity in 1933 
and 1934, and to 46 per cent in 1935; the 
average price of the metal rose. 


One of the members of the 1931 cartel 
was the Vereinigte Aluminum Werke— 
owned and controlled by the German Gov- 
ernment. When the Nazis came to power 
in 1933, the VAW notified other members 
of the combine that it was going to pro- 
duce in excess of its assigned quota because 
of force majeur. 


After due consideration, Alliance agreed 
to grant the Germans an increase of 6000 
tons for the first six months of 1934 and 
an additional increase of 7000 tons for the 
last six months of that year. 


By this time Germany was openly arm- 
ing for war. For what purpose did the 
American “patriots” in the cartel expect 
this aluminum to be used? 


In 1933, when Hitler became Chancellor, 
Alcoa led the world in aluminum produc- 
tion, turning out 38,614 tons as compared 
with Germany’s 18,900 tons. In 1939, at 
the start of the war, Alcoa’s full capacity 
was only 148,326 metric tons, over 26,000 
tons less than: Germany’s 1938 production. 


Monopoly and War Shortage 


The full result of this restriction of pro- 
duction for private profit was felt when 
the war finally came. The Office of 
Production Management found that the 
shortage of aluminum in this country, for 
military and essential civilian needs, 
amounted to more than 4,000,000 pounds. 


In order to maintain sufficient war pro- 
duction, the United States Government—~ 
the taxpayers, that is—was forced to in- 
vest more than a billion dollars in the 
aluminum industry. What this deliberate 
deficiency has meant in terms of lives and 
additional war costs will nevér be known, 


The Alliance cartel now appears on the 
“Proclaimed List of Blocked Nationals” 


(the Allied blacklist) issued Sept. 13, 1944. 
But not until May 17, 1945, after the United 
States Circuit court, had filed a decision 
holding Limited’s participation in this car- 
tel illegal, did that company take formal 
action to dissolve its connection. 


Nearly all the functions for which alum- 
inum is employed can be duplicated, with 
greater efficiency, by another wonder 
metal: magnesium. Magnesium long ago 
would have displaced aluminum from its 
dominant place in the production of many 
consumer goods had not Alcoa taken steps 
to eliminate the possibility of competition. 


Growth of Magnesium Cartel 


From 1919 to 1927 the two principal pro- 
ducers of magnesium in this country were 
the American Magnesium Co. (a subsidiary 
of Alcoa) and the Dow Chemical Co. In 
1927 American Magnesium entered into 
an agreement with Dow: Alcoa agreed to 
cease magnesium production in return for 
preferential treatment as Dow's customer. 


The principal world producer of mag- 
nesium was I. G. Farbenindustrie of Ger- 
many. In 1931 Alcoa entered into a cartel 
arrangement with IGF. 


In 1934 Dow Chemical officially became 
a party to this cartel, Dow Was assured 
a monopoly of the United States market; 
in return, it bound itself to deliver all 
its foreign exports of magnesium to IGF, 
with the exception of 150 tons per year 
to be sold in Great Britain. 


During 1934 and 1935 Dow delivered to 
Nazi-dominated IGF 3,800,000 pounds of 
magnesium out of a total production of 
little more than 4,000,000 pounds. This 
magnesium was sold to IGF at a price 30 
per cent less than that paid by any other 
customer except Alcoa, which enjoyed the 
same preferential treatment. 


Aid for Nazi War Machine 


Recent newspaper articles have revealed 
IGF’s role in the Nazi war machine. 
Through royalty payménts it received 
from Magnesium Development, IGF was 
able to inform the Nazi Intelligence of 
just how much magnesium was used in the 
United States and Britain, and by whom 
it was used! 


In 1940, the year that France fell, United 
States production of magnesium totaled 
only 5680 tons. That same year Germany 
produced 19,000 tons, soon afterward was 
producing from 25,000 to 50,000 tons a year. 


In order to overcome this initial handl- 
cap, the United States Government was 
forced to invest more than $400,000,000 in 
magnesium producing and fabricating 
plants to supply our war industry. 


In 1941, American Magnesium and Dow 
Chemical were indicted in Federal court 
on charges of violation of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. On April 15, 1942, these 
companies entered a plea of nolo con- 
tendere, admitting in effect the truth of the 
charges.

punishment? A _ total fine of 
$140,000!

Book on Modern Sculptare 
C heers | for Abstract Art 


“Origins of Modern Sculpture,” by W. BE. Valen~ 
tiner. (Wittenborn & Co., New York.) 


The purpose of the author, former diree- 
tor of the Detroit Institute of Arts, is to 
show how sculpture has evolved from pre- 
historic times to the present. His ideas on 
this complex subject are reflected in the 
City Art Museum’s major current exhibi- 
tion, which was arranged by Dr. Valentiner 
and shown in Detroit before it came here. 

His method is not the customary chron- 
ological survey, nor yet a study by types: 
It consists of drawing parallels between 
the work of sculptors of various ages. This 
technique of criticism corresponds, in lit- 
erature, to grouping “classic” poets like 
Horace, Ben Jonson and Pope in one figura- 
tive niche and “romantics” like Ariosto, 
Shakespeare and Coleridge in another. 

The result in this book is rarely stimu- 
lating or evocative of a new way of think- 
ing about familiar figures. More often the 
generalizations are arbitrary and unsup- 
ported by cogent argument or example. 
The single-minded insistence on the purely 
intellectual quality of painting and the 
emotional appeal of sculpture makes one 
think of more exceptions to the thesis 
than corroborations of it.

Extreme stateménts increase as the 
work touches on the “temple of mystery” 
of abstract art, which it asserts is the 
highest spiritual expression of our time. 
Any doubters of this proposition, it de 
clares, must be “only those who have never 
been carried away by the beauty of pure 
cosmic elements.” 

Dr. Valentiner has his subject very much} 
at heart. He is particularly fond of sculp- 
tors. They live ta great ages, he says, be- 
cause as a class they are physically strong. 

Lapses in logic are matched by others 
in grammar, sentence structure and theme 
development. These blind spots in the 
author make less convincing his effusions 
about mobiles and modern wire “sculp- 
ture.” It is open to question whether such

politeness. For the proposal, which would have been well received in 
1944, is based on a radical misunderstanding of what is happening in 


Germany. It takes no account of, 


and indeed runs afoul of, the evo- 


lution of Soviet and British policy. That is why it has met such a 


rebuff. 


The proposal assumes, quite 
mistakenly, that the paramount 
objective of our two Allies is to 
keep Germany disarmed. In fact, 
they are maneuvering for position 
in anticipation of a war which 
they regard not necessarily as in- 
evitable but as probable. 

In such a war Germany would 
be not only a battlefield. The 
Germans would play an enormous 


‘part. Though battered, the Ger- 


mans are still by all odds the 
strongest nation in Europe: a duel 
is in progress between London and 
Moscow for the control of the Ger- 
man population, and its high mili- 
tary potential. 

The grim reality of this Anglo- 
Soviet duel is not altogether hid- 
den from the Americans. But it is 
obscured for them even in Ger- 
many, and apparently its signifi- 
cance has not been appreciated at 
all in Washington. 

There is an important reason 
why the American Government is 
basically misinformed, why it has 
lost touch with the realities. It is 
that the Americans abroad are 
not dealing at first hand with the 
main elements of the German situ- 
ation. © 


Back-Seat Drivers. 


In the division of the zones of 
occupation the United States got 
that part of Germany where noth- 
ing that really matters is happen- 
ing, or can be made to happen. 
Our people are conscientiously 
doing the best they can, and in 
Gen. Clay they have a chief who 
in character, bearing, and com- 
petence represents the very best 
of the American tradition. 

But as to running Germany, and 
determining its destiny, the 
Americans are not in the driver's 
seat. They are passengers and 
back-seat drivers. 

President Roosevelt must have 
guessed that this would happen if 
the United States was relegated to 
Southern Germany. He argued for 
a long time against Mr. Churchill's 
insistence that Britain should have 
the zone which. because it con- 
tains the oceanic ports and the 
Ruhr, is the key position in Ger-| 
many, and indeed in Europe. 
President Roosevelt had to give in. 
As a result, it is only nominally 
true to say that Germany has 
been divided into four zones of 
occupation. 

The more revealing way to de- 
scribe the arrangement is to say 
that the Soviet Union and Britain 
have divided Prussia between 
them, leaving the South German 


gtates to be divided between 
France and the United States. 
Prussia’s Domination. 

Now since 1866, when Bismarck 
defeated the South German states, 
Prussia has dominated Germany. 
Prussia contains all the essential 
elements of the German power: 
the strategical gateways into the 
Low Countries and France, the 
oceanic ports, the primary re- 
sources, the basic industries, the 
strongest and most numerous 
population, the political party 
machines and their bosses, the 
headquarters of the trade unions, 
of the banks, of the cartels, of the 
communications, the main mar- 
kets, the apparatus of publicity, 
the Lutheran Church, the home- 
land of the military caste, the 
centralized bureaucracy, and, last 
but by no means least, the capital 
city of Berlin. 

Whoever rules Prussia has for 
the past 80 years ruled Germany. 
The Americans are not ruling in 
Prussia. The British and the 
Russians have divided it between 
them, and the inner drama of 
Germany is the contest between 
them for the control of Prussia. 
The outcome of that contest is 
bound to determine the destiny of 
the whole of rages 44 and of 
Europe, and of the worid. 

If the reader now asks how all 
this is to be reconciled with the 
spirit of the Allied pledges to dis- 
arm and demilitarize Germany, I 
am afraid the answer is that only 
‘among the Americans and the 
French is the avowed policy the 

licy. 

ae ss! policies of the British 
and of the Russians are disclosed 
by their actions rather than by 
their formal statements. They 
may be described, I think, as a 
reversion, gradyal but accelerating, 
by drift rather than by clear in- 
tention, to their prewar illusions 
about Germany: namely, to the 
notion that each can find a way 
to use a United Germany. 


Soviet Reversion. 


The British, who like to think 
of the continuity of their foreign 
policy even when it is wrong, are 
reverting to the notion of Neville 
Chamberlain: that Britain can 
turn Germany against Russia, 
The Soviets, who also have a re- 
markable continuity, are reverting 
towards the basic conception 
which produced the Molotov- 
Ribbentrop pact of 1939: that 
Germany can be turned away 
from Russia against the West. 

Much of this Anglo-Soviet duel 
is hidden from view, yet not 80 
much but that we know that much 
is hidden. The German officers 
who were captured at Stalingrad, 
and were for a time used to make 
propaganda against Hitler, have 
disappeared behind the famous 
iron curtain. But it would be naive 
to suppose that they do not con- 
tinue to form an important con- 
nection with important elements 
of the German Army. 

There is also a German army, a 
large and good one, which sur- 
rendered to the British. The story 
of that surrender has still to be 
told in detail. 

The story of what happened to 


that German army after the sur- 
render is still hidden behind a 
silken curtain. Enough is, how- 
ever, known to warrant the state- 
ment that tne corps of officers in 
this particular army were treated 
with exceptional consideration, 
with enough chivairy to justify 
them in feeling that their careers 
as professional soldiers were not 
necessarily and finally terminated. 


Suits Nazi Nationalists. 


Their treatment may have been 
in fact merely sportsmanship to 
a loser and chivalry to the van- 
quished. But it has suited re- 
markably what these German na- 
tionalists most want to believe 
—namely, that they will live to 
fight another war in which Ger- 


many will recover her territory 
and her greatness. 

What is happening on the sur- 
face confirms in every way what 
can only be inferred about what 
is happening under the surface. 

In the open, the Anglo-Soviet 
duel is being fought out through 
the German political parties, The 
Russians, of course, are sponsor- 
ing and promoting the Communist 
party. Its most prominent lead- 
er is Wilhelm Pieck; its director, 
I am reliably informed, is Walter 
Ulbricht, a former officer on Mar- 
shal Zhukov'’s staff, whose wife has 
been one of the Marshal's secre- 
taries. The object of the Com- 
munist party is to swallow -the 
Socialist party, and thus to unite 
under one command the whole 
German working class. In the 
Soviet Zone and in Berlin, this 
has been accomplished. The Brit- 
ish, on the other hand, are spon- 
soring the Social Democratic 
party under the leadership of 
Dr. Schumacher, who resists the 
fusion of the Socialists with the 
Communist Party. They appear to 
be thinking wishfully that the 
British Labor Party can resurrect 
the second Socialist International 
to combat the third Communist 
International. 


An Auction for Favor. 


The most noteworthy fact about 
this political contest is that it is 
turning into an auction to gain 
the favor of patriotic German Na- 
tionalists. The Russians, bidding 
among the Germans for popular 
support of the Communists, are 


having to take the position that 
Germany should not be dismem- 
bered, certainly not in the west, 
and that the unity of Germany 
must be restored. 

This is, of course, a bit difficult 
to reconcile with the annexation 
of German territory by Poland. 
But the German Communists, who 
are now as always German Na- 
tionalists, have a very good pri- 
vate answer to this anomaly. It 
is that in the end a Soviet Ger- 
many and a Soviet Russia will 
once again partition Poland, and 
that this will happen when war 
with the Western powers is im- 
minent. 

The British, bidding for German 
support of their Social Democrats, 
are also having to offer unity to 
the Germans. They are meeting 
the Russian bid. As a result, the 
political “re-education” of Ger- 
many, about which we have heard 
so much, now consists in teaching 
Germans that by exploiting the 
competition between Britain and 
Russia, making the two rivals bid 
against each other, they can re- 
cover the unity of Germany and 
make themselves the decisive mili- 
ry factor in the European and 
world balance of power! 


U. S. Should Intervene. 


The walls of Berlin are covered 
with Communist posters, ostensi- 
bly calling for the unity of the So- 
cialists and Communists, which 
have as their slogan, “Durch Ein- 
heit Zum Sieg” (through unity to 
victory). These are the very 
words, and were chosen because 
they were the very words—the 
trumpets and the banners—of 
German nationalism, pan-German- 
ism, and indeed of Nazism. 

Our friends in Moscow and in 
London are acting as they had 
learned nothing about Germany. 
For here they are, returning to the, 
very policies which brought them 
to the very edge of disaster. One 
would think the. British foreign 
office would know by this time 
that in a contest with the Rus- 
sians for Germany, the Germans 
will play one against the other till 
Germany has_ recovered her 
power; that then Germany will 
turn first against the West be- 
cause the Western powers are 
weaker. And one would think the 
Russians would have realized by 
this time that German Com- 
munists are Germans, and that 
after they have turned against the 
West, they will turn again Russia. 

After all, if London and Moscow 
revert to their prewar policies, 


OZARK SCENES AT ART 
SHOWIN BARN GALLERY 


Among 37 Oils and Water 
Colors Exhibited by 
20 Painters. 


Ozark scenes. predominate 
among the 37 oils and water colors 
now on exhibit by 20 painters of 
the American Art Alliance at The 
Barn Gallery, 5522 Delmar boule- 
vard. Varied examples of still 
life, a portrait and a sketch for 


a mural round out the show. 

The exhibitors are a group of 
representational! painters with well 
developed skills and sensitivities 
and no startling mannerisms. Here 
are no surrealist imaginings, ab- 
stractions or fantastic creations 
difficult for the general public to 
assay, 

In spirit, the paintings are akin 
to the nineteenth century land- 
scapes by George Inness and 
Thomas Cole recently acquired by 
the City Art Museum. Inevitably 
in so large a group with common 
goals, it is evident that not all 
exhibits are of similar caliber. 

Charles A. Morgenthaler’s “One 
Sunday Morning, 1860,” a sketch 
for a mural intended for the Jack- 
son (Mo.) post office, is one of 
the most interesting. Uncrowded 
and -apparently uncalculated in 
composition, it shows a full village 
scene in the Midwest soon after 
arrival of a train. Included are 
24 persons, a stage coach in full 
career, a standing locomotive, a 
boy rolling a hoop, another on a 
high-wheel bicycle, chickens run- 
ning across the road, a church, 
cafe, hotel, a dignified residence 
reflecting the beginning of influ- 
ence of the East and a covered- 
wagon caravan silhouetted against 
the clear sky above hills in the 
background. 

The painting has a quality of 
peace and rest in spite of all that 
is going on in it. Unlike a few 
of the other exhibits which be- 
tray a too obvious grouping of 
masses, the picture seems wholly 
natural. It has more than the 
charm of mere illustration. The 
general design and colors are 
pleasing, and the picture rewards 
detailed study. 

Edward A. Luchtemeyer’s “Road 
to the Hills” conveys the romance 
of the open road, the lure of ex- 
ploration. Its charm consists as 
much in what is outside the paint- 
ing as in what is within it, De- 
spite its spaciousness and interest, 
one wonders what is beyond the 
dark hills of the background and 
what lies on either side of the 
fields at the edges of the picture. 

Leola Bullivant’s “Ozark Pas- 
ture” imparts the invigoration of 
October after about the second 
frost. Maples, oaks and pines come 
alive in varied texture and full, 
rich reds, yellows and greens. 

The alliance will hold a recep- 
tion Sunday from 2 p.m. to 5 
p.m, The group’s annual spring 
fair, at which pies and cakes will 
be sold, is scheduled for May 24 
and 25. The exhibition will close 
May 26.—H.D. *

GARDEN OF BOXWOODS 
OPENED AT ABORETUM 


Gray Summit Display Devel. 
oped From Seeds Obtained '* 
in Balkans. 


A garden devoted to the box» 
wood plant was formally opened 
today at the Gray Summit Are 
boretum of Shaw’s Garden in cere: 
monies sponsored by representa¢ 
tives of the Federated Garden 
Clubs of Missouri. The garden ts 
surrounded by a brick serpenting 
wall, patterned after one at the 
University of Virginia designed by 
Thomas Jefferson, - 

August Beilmann, manager of 
the arboretum, said development 
of the garden began six years ago 
when seeds were obtained from 
the Balkans, only place in tie 
world where the plant grows wild. 
The garden includes six varieties 
from the Balkan seed and about 
40 others obtained from growers 
in this country. Of more than 
4000 plants grown from the Bal- 
kan seed, 963 have survived the 
Missouri climate and are being 
used to develop new strains which 
it is hoped will thrive in this area. 

The varieties on display vary 
considerably, some having a shiny 
foliage, others with a bluish tinge; 
some grow like a low bush, others 
upright like a small tree. Beil, 
mann said the plant has been 
used ornamentally over the world 
for more than eight centuries, and 
is much sought after because 
leaves are retained throughout the 
year and because of the plant’s 
very slow growth. It bears a 
small yellow flower in early 
spring. The plant lives almost in- 
definitely, Beilmann said, some 
being known to have attained an 
age of more than 400 years. 

The trip to the Arboretum end- 
ed the two-day annual convention 
of the organization. Business ses- 
sions were held yesterday at the 
City Hall of University City, and 
a dinner was attended by 600 dele- 
gates at the DeSoto Hotel last 
night.

ENGINEER URGES 
NEW AGENCY PLAN 
TO DEVELOP RIVER 


W AF iii | Says Wa- 
| ter Experts Instead of 
: Governors Should Rep- 
resent States on Board. 


A new form of co-ordinating au- 
| thority for the development and 
icontrol of the water resources of 
the Missouri river basin was ad- 
| vocated today by W. W. Horner 
| of St. Louis, president of the 
| American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, addressing the American 
| Waterworks Association at Kiel 
| Auditorium. 

He criticized both the proposed 
| Missouri Valley Authority and the 
existing Pick-Sloan plan which is 
being co-ordinated by the volun- 
|} tary Missouri Basin Inter-Agency 
| Committee. That committee, said 
| Horner, a consulting engineer, has 
ino real authority and lacks the 
| requisite personnel. 
| States of the basin, now repre- 
| sented on the committee by four 
| governors, should be represented 
by engineers experienced in water 
matters and in engineering eco- 
} nomics, and the people should be 
| represented on it directly by cit- 
izens not committed to pressure’ 
| blocs. 

Referee Needed He Says. 


| An independent and somewhat 
| authoritative referee seems to be 
i essential for the river work, Hor- 
ner declared, after suggesting that 
ithe things he considered needed 
i doing for the basin should be. as- 
isigned to separate federal and 
possibly state agencies. He called 
lattention to the natural human 
i difficulties of co-ordination of in- 
idependent agencies under the 
Pick-Sloan arrangement. The best 
likely result, he remarked, would 
be “something approaching horse- 
trading.” 

The organized engineering pro- 
fession, Horner suggested, might 
be the best independent agency to 
guide public opinion in this field. 
He said he could see no need or 
justification for MVA, but that 
also he could not find that the 
authorized Pick-Sloan plan met 
the tests necessary to prove it is 
in the public interest in terms of 
being the best plan and being 
economically justifiable. He out- 
lined tests he felt were necessary, 
ito meet the “ebvious need” for 
development and control. His ob-

The Record Makers

RNEST LORING “Red” Nichols, who was 40 years old 
E yesterday, has had some sort of band ever since he was 

17. He’s still punching out his good Beiderbecke-inspired 
trumpet solos withea Five Pennies combo in California. Red 
adopted this famous name for his small groups back about 
1827 and his first several Pennies outfits are ‘featured in 
Decca’s second album of Nichols classics in the Brunswick 
series, Reprints include the first four sides of the Orginial 
Pennies—“Washboard Blues,” “That’s No Bargain,” “Buddy's 
Habits” and “Boneyard ‘Shuffle.” Heard are fine Miff Mole 
trombone solos, Eddie Lang’s guitar and Jimmy Dorsey play- 
ing the alto sax (and clarinet) about as uninterestingly as he 
does today. Best in the book is the famous 1928 pairing of 
“Ida,” probably the best recording ever of this tune, and 
“Feelin’ No Pain.” Mood of the solos and ensemble drive 
make wonderful jazz. Solos are by Nichols, Mole, Adrian 
Rollini, who slaps the bass sax, Pee Wee Russell, clarinet, and 
Dick McDonough, $a Other sides are “Avalon” and “No- 
body’s Sweetheart.”

ICH, quivery custard with a 
R textire as smooth as jelly is 

an unusually delicious yet sim- 
ple dessert. And it fits into meals 
of any season. If chilled thorough- 
ly, perhaps unmolded onto the des- 
sert plates and served with a gen- 
erous amount of either plain cara- 
mel or almond caramel sauce, it 
rates as high as the best of ice 
cream in both nutritive value as 
well as eating quality. Getting this 
perfect texture is next to impossi- 
ble when one does not know the 
trick. Eggs and milk coagulate at 
a rather low temperature. In fact, 
the coagulating temperature is 
around 175 degrees F. which is 37 
degrees below the boiling point. 
And it is for just this required 
critical temperature that the cus- 
tard cups are placed in a pan of 
hot water to coagulate and form 
the flawless custard. But just 
seeing that the cups stand in a 
pan containing some water is not 
enough. The water must come 
close up to the top of the cup, 
otherwise the part of the cup ex- 
posed to the direct oven heat will 
overcook and when that part of 
the custard is spooned into, it will 
have a “livery” texture, and will 
show whey squeezed out of the 
overcooked custard. The person 
who learns t6 cook custard per- 
fectly will always be equipped 
do a dessert that will please 99 
and 9-10 of the people. 


" ‘Baked Oustard. 


Three cups milk or one and one- 
half cups evaporated milk and 
one and one-half cups water; 
three-eighths cup sugar (6 table- 
spoons); one-quarter teaspoon 
salt; three eggs, beaten slightly; 
one teaspoon vanilla, 


Scald milk with sugar and salt: 
stir slowly into beaten eggs and 
add vanilla. Strain into custard 
cups which are set in a shallow 
pan of hot water. Bake in a mod- 
erately slow over (325 degrees) 
until done, about 30 minutes. (This 
short baking time is possible only 


if the custard mixture is actually - 


hot when poured into the cups 
and placed in the oven.) Just be- 
fore baking time is up, begin to 
test for doneness, and continue 
baking. only until custard tests 
done. Be careful not to over- 
bake, as baking too long or at 
too high a’temperature results in 
wheying or “weeping.”. Cool and 
serve in the custard cups, with a 
spoonful of almond caramel sauce. 
Custards may be unmolded onto 
a plate or saucer, if the cups are 
lightly greased with butter before 
the custard mixture is poured in. 
Five servings. 

Note—Testing baked custard for 
doneness: Insert a sharp-pointed 
knife into the custard in two 
places, at center and half way 
between center and side of cup. 
First point may be slightly under- 
done, indicated by semi-liquid cus- 
tard adhering to knife. Second 
point should be done, indicated by 
knife coming out clean. Custard 
cup holds sufficient heat to com- 
plete cooking of custard after re- 
moval from oven. 


Almond Caramel Sauce. 


One-half cup sugar, one-half cup 
boiling water, on tablespoon corn 
starch, two tablespoons cold wa- 
ter, one tablespoon butter, dash 
of salt, one-fourth cup toasted al- 
monds, slivered. 

*Place iron or heavy aluminum 
skillet over heat until hot. Grad- 
ually sprinkle sugar over bottom 
of pan in an even Jayer. Keep 
“over moderate heat until sugar 
melts. Don't stir, but shake pan 
to distribute unmelted sugar until 
all is just melted, add boiling wa- 
ter. Stir with wooden spoon as 
needed to loosen hardened sugar. 
Boil for five minutes, stirring un- 
til all is smooth. Combine corn- 
‘starch and cold water and gradu, 
ally add to the syrup mixture, 
Boil for one minute. Add butter, 
salt and almonds. Serve warm or 
cold over baked custard, Makes 
about three-fourths cup.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
OR a very long time, the coal 
industry of this country has 
been in a bad way. During the 
depression, we discovered how 
bady organized it was, and that 
the miners were among the peo- 
ple who suffered more than any 
others in the working groups of 
this nation. ‘ 

It should not have been a sur- 
prise to us even then, for we had 
had a number of investigating 
bodies looking into this industry, 
each one of which had made 
recommendations. When my hus- 
band was assistant secretary of 
the Navy during the last war, I 
can remember that Mrs. Borden 
Harriman served as a member of 
one of these groups, and that, 
when {x spoke to Justice Louis 
Brandeis hopefully about the re- 
organization of the coal industry, 
he remarked: “My dear, nothing 
will happen, These findings will be 
‘pigeonholed just as ali the others 
have been.” 

. . . 

JOHN L. LEWIS, president of 
the United Mine Workers, became 
an important labor leader because 
he cared enough about the miners 
to do something on their behalf. 
But even today, despite all the 
publicity that he has gained in 
one way or another, the basic 
wage of a coal miner is still low 
and the working conditions are 
still deplorable, Many other union 
leaders have succeeded in getting 
industrial leaders to co-operate on 
a far broader scale and have 
achieved far greater results than 
Mr. Lewis has achieved in his 
dealings with the  coal-mine 
owners, 

We have to admit that he has 
some tough gentlemen to deal 
with, but he is said to be tough 
himself when necessary. He does 
not even trust his own followers 
enough to tell them how he in- 
tends to administer the welfare 
fund he is asking for their bene- 
fit, and yet that is of vital impor- 
tance to them. His good name 
and theirs is at stake. This fund 


should be placed under every pos- 
sible safeguard and handled with 
proper pu aleity. | 


I SEE BY “THE PAPERS that 
Mr. Lewis is not at all disturbed 
by the present discomfort and fu- 
ture hardship which he is creat- 
ing for his fellow citizens through- 
out this country, nor by the much 
more serious implications in the 
present situation for the people 
of other countries who are 
struggling toward recovery in a 
war-torn world. Mr. Lewis takes 
their hardships with calmness be- 
cause he feels that the anger of 
the people will turn against the 
mine owners and not against his 
labor leadership. 

However, I am afraid that, for 
once, his judgment is not entirely 
correct. True, the people will be 
angry with the industrial leaders 
who have been lacking in vision 
for so long, and they will feel, as 
I do, that these industrialists have 
shown themselves incapable of 
real leadership in the economic 
and moral field in this great world 
crisis. Nevertheless, the indus- 
trialists are not going to be 
blamed alone. When the man in 
the street is really uncomfortable, 
he is going to blame also the lead- 
ership of any labor group which 
brings about his ‘discomfort, 

One so rarely sees either an in- 
dustrial leader or a labor leader 
who puts these questions on the 
plane where they should be—in 
terms of what our actions mean 
to the world, not to ourselves 
alone, and what the results of our 
actions today are going to mean 
to our workers and to our entire 
economy five years. from now.

An Evening in Japanese Cabaret 
American Soldiers Have Good Clean Fun at Well-Run Dance Hall

KYOTA, Japan. 

MERICANS who want the 

members of their Army of 

Occupation to spend 365 eve- 
nings a year in only the company 
of their fellow G.I.s, may call 
what I saw “fraternization.” To 
me it looked like good clean fun. 
The place was “Cabaret Higashi- 
yama” by name, but actually it 
was a well-run dance hall, in a 
modern stone building high on a 
hill overlooking Kyota with nice 
gardens around it. Japanese lan- 
terns were swinging in the 
breezes, vieing with American 
neon lights welcoming the sol- 
diers. 

Inside the door was a large sign 
stating that no soldier could bring 
any young woman in from the 
outside with him. This was to 
avoid any street “pick-ups.” 

The dance floor was in a large 
circular room with a full-sized 
cherry tree in pink bloom in the 
center. Revolving lights sent 
sparkles of color on the dancers 
and tables. An excellent orches- 
tra, the best I’ve heard in Japan, 
was on a high platform above the 
floor, 

There were 150 Japanese girls 
for dancing partners. A teacher 
had shown them the American 
dances, but it has been left to the 
GIs to instruct them in the intri- 
cacies of jitterbugging. This is as 
foreign to their nature as the 
rigid posturing solo dances the 
Japanese delight in would be to 
us, but GI enthusiasm has ac- 
complished wonders. 

The girls were mostly from 
small towns, and some obviously 
from the farms and rice paddies, 
Their ages ranged from 18 to 24. 
Most of them lived within the 
grounds of the compound, as it 
takes hours to get home any- 
wheres in Japan due to transpor- 
tation difficulties. 

The really interesting part of 
Higashiyama was that the girls 
were all required to wear evening 
clothes, American style, and their 
efforts to comply with this rule 
were pitiful and often amusing. 
None of them has ever seen a real 
American evening dress, so they 
have depended on magazines and 
movies to get their ideas of proper 
styles. 

Most of the girls made their 
own dresses, and there was noth- 
ing suave or sophisticated in 
them. The little flat-figured girls 
in low-cut gowns were not glam- 
orous in the least, try as they 
might. And their idea of low-cut 
was a line about the same as 
most American girls wear in an 
afternoon dress. 

Costs of things are so high in 
Japan that even with making 


. Very few 
‘achieved high heels, and so stick-

their own dresses, these sad at- 
tempts at Americanization cost 
the dancers approximately $35 for 
poor materials, and makeshift 
patterns and workmanship. 
Below the evening dresses were 
the stubby Japanese feet, more 
used to treading the rice paddies 
or clacking along in wooden clogs. 
of the dancers had 


ing out from under the long 
dresses were black or brown ox- 
fords, and shabby shoes of any 
kind, even tennis slippers. 

The cabaret charged a mini- 
mum of 30 yen, or $2.10. That 
included one beer and ten dances. 
Extra dances cost 14 cents each. 
Out of this the girls get 60 sen, 
or about 4% cents. There are 80 
dances an evening, but most of 
the girls do not have partners 
that many times: and often get 
no dances at all. 

The only trouble the manage- 
ment has had with the soldiers 
has come when they can’t under- 
stand why a girl won't just sit 
out a dance with them, After all, 
she is earning her rice, and pos- 
sibly supporting a family on what 
she earns, so naturally she wants 
to dance every dance possible— 
for cash. 

Two MP’s are stationed at the 
cabaret all of the time, This place, 
and all other such spots, are 
closed at 10 p.m. No girl is al-

lowed to leave the dance hall for 
the next three-quarters of an 
hour, which discourages most of 
the soldiers from loitering around 
after the dance. 

‘Does this sound like a bad place 
for an American boy to spend the 
evening? If so, I’ve painted the 
picture wrong. It was fun to see 
the tall American lads dancing 
with the short little girls, who 
were trying so hard to be Ameri- 
can and pleasing to their tempo- 
rary escorts, It was amusing, yet 
almost sad, to watch the Nippo- 
nese maidens struggling with the 
long skirts and the American 
dancing,

West opened the heart jack and 
dummy’s queen held. Now on a 
diamond lead, East wanted to put 
up the ace in order to return a 
heart through the closed hand, but 
he was afraid that West might 
have the diamond king singleton, 
and therefore ducked. West won. 
and, probably panicky over the 
thought that the diamonds were 
now established, put down the 
heart ace in the futile effort to 
drop South's king. It was an Ill- 
considered move, for now declarer 
could establish the diamonds at 
his leisure while effectively shut- 
ting o a rest of the heart 
suit. 


On the bidding, it was a forlorn 
hope for East to lay down the 
heart ace. The far shrewder play . 
would have been the ten of hearts! . 
The crucial point was to leave 
East with another card in the 
heart suit for communication pur- 
poses. Then if East could stop 
either diamonds or spades, the 
contract certainly figured to be 
defeated—as it would have been.
